The five dynamiters were lodged in the jail this 
morning on warrants charging them with placing 
obstru:tions on the car track, which, after careful 
consideration of the case, Joseph G. Lodge, who 
represents the railroads in the prosecution, decided 
was the kind of felony whch could be made to 
stick with the greatest certainty.

A MISCHIEVOUS PROPOSAL 

The proposal that England shall withdraw from 
the conference, which is made in certain quarters 
here, especially by the Daily News, is most mis- 
chievous. lt wou'd be repeating the blunder of 
Beaconsfield in 1876. It is well said here that the 
European concert is fe forerunner of the United 
States of Europe. In the meantime ever) telegram 
tells of increased activity in military preparations 
and enormous purchases of war material on all 


sides. 
THE BALKANS QUESTION. 


The situation in the last 
may be summed up as follows: 
The mere restoration of the status 
quo ante is out of question. Greece, for instance, 
though a poor country, has spent 50,000,000 francs 
and cannot be expected to disarm without guaran- 
teees against further disturbances. Bulgaria will 
certainly fight for the present state of things. 
Servia is in a turmoil, as shown by the plot against 
Kimg Milan.

tions and the assembiaze of evil-dispo<ed persons. 
it has become impracticable to enforce. by the 
ordinary course of judivial proceedings, the 
laws of the United States at Seat- 
tie and at other points and places 
within said territory, whereby life and propert 
are there threatened and endangered; and, 
whereas, the Legislature of said territory cannot. 
be convened, and in the judgment of the President 
an emergency has «risen ani @ case is now 
presented wuich justifies and requires, under the 
Constitution and laws of the Unite States, tne em- 
ployment of military force to suppress domestic 
violence and enforce the faithful execut on of the 
laws of the Unite States if the commaad and 
warnings of this proclamation be dis- 

Now, therefore, I, Grover Cleve- 
land, President of the United States 
of America, do hereby command and warn all m- 
surgents and all persons who have assembied at 
any po.nt witbin tne said territory of Washington 
fur the unlawful purposes atoresaid. to desist 
therefrom, and to disperse and reiire peaceab.y to 
their respective abodes on or before 1% o'clock 
on the sth day day of November, instant, 
and I do adwonieh all good citizens of the United 
States and ail rsons within the limits and juris- 
diction thereof, against aiding, abetting, cdunt- 
ev.ancing or Lakiag any part in any suco unlawful 
acts or assemba es.

een changes ia the personne: of the board. Its 
Repubiican complexion has been mainiained, aod 
now continues. It is not charged tuat chere has 
been any discrimination made by the board in 
favor of persons belonging to their particular 
party. cause under the system of 
culling tue candidates tor appointment 
by uumber instead of by name, any partiaiity 
was almost impossible. But it is claimed that at 
least a majority of the members shoud be in ac- 
cord with tne politics of the Administration.

Late this afternoon an indictment was found by 
the United States Grand Jury against John 8 
Overton, proprietor of the Southern Hotel new 
stand, charging bim with conspiracy to 
defraud the Government, Overton is 
charged with complicity in the frandulent 


deeds of John E. Quinn, ex-Postmaster wf Pra- 
gou d. Ark., who was also indicted to-day, and 
whose case is referred to in anotherco'umn. The 
frauds in which Overton is declared to be involved 
consist inthe presenting of forged money orders 
at the St. Louis Post Office signed by 
Quinn and made out to a fictitious person.

One Man Will Die and the Other May 


A Result of Pay-Day, Liquor and 
Dice—Another Shooting This Morn- 
ing, in Which a Military Convict 
Drops in His Tracks—Story of the 
Two Affairs. 


— 


A lightly-built, smooth-faced young negro sat in 
a two-seated wagon in front of Colonel Mizner’s 
headquarters at Jefferson Barracks about 10 
o'clock this morning. He wore the uniform of a 
private soldier and the brass letters of his com- 
pany and regiment above the peak of his cap 
shone in the morning sun over a face as black as 
coal, but bloodless and terrified in expression. The 
sleeves of his blouse failed to conceal a pair of 
heavy handcuffs, the color of which was hardly 
distinguishable from his black skin. Three police 
officers from the Carondelet station sat in the wagon 
with him,while another, a sergeant,conversed in low 
tones with a United States officer, the principal 
feature of whose zet-up was a heavy cavalry sword. 
A Post-Dispatcu reporter who had been dispatched 


tothe barracks to secure the perticulars of the mur- 
der that occurred there at midnight climbed up on 
the wheel of the wagon and said to the negro: 
“Mose, what did you kill those men for?“ 
T-edarkey’s teeth chattered as he replied: “I 
don't know, sir.”

The wagon started 
briskly down the road, while the three cavalry- 
men, their holsters bulging out, followed after. 

COL. MIZNER, 
who was found in his office, said that 
a shooting had taken place at midnight at the post 
trader's store, and two men were injured. The 
darkey who had just been seen in the wagon was 
the man who dd ‘he shooting, He was now in the 
nanda of the civil authoriti-a, having been cap’uved 
by be police. As fo the shooting. it was one of the 
most unprovoked cases he had ever heard of. Th 
two wh te men were playing pool or billiards. or 
something at the post trader's, when the colored 
man came in and, without a word from either, shot 
them. That was al there was to it. 
Colonel Mizner did not »ppear to want to give up 
the news willingly. He said he didn't want any- 
thing sensat onal; that the discipline of the post 
was good and that the shooting was the frvak of « 
man who was out of his head. lu reply to a request 
for more definite par icu ars, the ( olonel took up 
the officia! notiticati not the shooting and said, Tuis 
is all I know abont it. All the men concerned are 
recruits. The man who did the shooting is Moses 
Johnson of the Colored Detacument Mounted Ser- 
vice. Themen who are shot ure Albert F Otto 
and John D wliug of Company A, I str et on 
Mountea service. Johnson sap d afer the 
shooting, which took place at 11:30 last nicht, and 
four mounted parties were sent io pursuit, The 
Chef of Po ice was telegraphed. and this resulted 
in the arrest of Johnson at Caronde et at 12:45 a. 
m., by Officer Jonn Scanlon. These are al: the 
facts I have. If you want to obtain a descrirtion 
of the wourded men, you can see Dr. Carson at the 
Hospital, that long building over there at the crest 
of the hill.”

Even where land has been sold and patented, 
or where, asin Texas, the original title was 
derived from the State and not from the United 
States, the private owner must hold it subject 
to the power of eminent domain, under which 
it can be taken from him for public use. It is 
nonsense to claim for the Indians any sort of 
control over the disposal of lands they have 
sold and ceded to the United States, when the 
Government unquestionably can, by law, 
transfer the title of their patented lands from 
the tribe to individuals in severalty, or ordain 
that all or any portion of the same shall be 
sold to the highest bidder for their common 
benefit.

Ir was shown in the Post-Dispaton a day or 
two ago that our bridge monopoly levies a tax 
of $625,000 a year on the coal consumed in St. 
Louis. More than half of this large sum is a 
tax upon the fuel used in our industrial estab- 
lishments. From the bridge tolls on fuel alone 
we can judge what a heavy tax is laid by that 
monopoly on the raw material used in our 
industries, on their product when shipped, and 
on every article of our-commerce that must 
cross the bridge. This barrier also favors the 
formation of pooling combinations and dis- 
criminations against St. Louis which a free 
bridge would break up. When to the enormous 
taxes levied on. St. Louis plant and business 
for State aud municipal purposes we 
add the burden imposed by the bridge tolls, the 
switching monopoly and the railroad discriml- 
nations which accompany these impositions, we 
cannot wonder that our industries have been 
injured and our commerce crippled when all 
else seemed favorable to their prosperity, It is 
only in flush times that trade can carry such a 
load, and our only meansof casting it off is by 
securing the site and franchise for a free bridge 
at Chain-of-Rocks from adverse possession by 
any railroad interest whatever. Such a 
bridge can be built for less than the tax which 
the present monopoly levies on St. Louis busi- 
nees in one year, and no time should be lost in 
getting the site and franchise placed in safe 
hands, to be held for the benefit of the city and 
the public at large.

In order to uso the on-luminous 
combustion of this gas for illuminating 
purposes, he brings a lighted jetinto contact 
with a spiral of indestructible metal, which, 
at white heat, becomes brilliantly luminous, 
producing an incandescent light of twenty- 
candle power that does not flicker and costs 
the consumér only one-fourth of @ cent per 
hour. The gas is represented to be simply the 
product of steam super-heated over a fire- 
brick surface, then passed through a bed of 
incandescent coal, and thence through a puri- 
fying process to the holder, no,other material 
but coal and water being used. The apparatus 
has been in operation at the Novelties Exhibi- 
tion in Philadelphia, where it was successfully 
applied to a great variety of heating and illu- 
minating purposes, running bake Ovens, mak- 
ing steam for power engines, and supplying 
heat to a restaurant, two confectioneries and a

A prorocraPs has lately been received in Eu- 
gland of the portrait of Beethoven recently dis- 
covered at Freiburg. It was painted in oils by J. 
Mahler of Vienna, in 1815, and it is now in the 
possession of Her Victor Zon Gleichenstein. It is 
an undoubted portrait, although it differs from 
many of the existing pictures and busts which 
according to Sir Geo. Grove either idealize him 
into a sort of Jupiter Olympus or rob him of all 
expression. In the Freiburg painting, which 
isin av excellent state of preservation, the Dutch 
origin of the composer is evident and the piercing 
biack eyes, which look straight into the face of the 
spectator, justify the assertion of his biographer 
that “they were the special feature of his face and 
it was in them that the earnes ness and sincerity of 
his character beamed forth.“ 


Tue Kingdom of Burman, the probable annexa- 
tion of whica to the British Crowu is just now 
absorbing the consideration of the nation, is, per- 
baps, the one kingdom in Indo China seriously 
worth having. It is more than two-thirds the size 
of France, is accessible by turee splendid rivers, of 
which one—the Irrawaddy—is the most convenient 
water highway in Asia, and is splendidly 
fertile almost tbrougbout. The forests 
are full of teak, the mountains over- 
flow witb minerals, and the plains under the rudest 
culture produce everything cultivated in the trop- 
ica. Tne reservoirs of earth-oil rival those o. 
Pennsylvania or Batoum,and there are large flelds 
of coal ready for the working. Gold is believed to 
exist in large quantities, and Burmau is the native 
land of the sapphire, the ruby and the emerald, which 
have been exportea for generations without any 
visible effect on the supply. The country com- 
mands the only easy route into Western China,and, 
moreover, much of the and is vacant. Whatever 
the ancient population may bave been, it has died 
away even more completely than that of Assam. 
There is room for thirty millions of agricuituralists, 
and with a single line of railway Burmab 
could de utiliz-d to relieve that terribie 
mul.iplication of peasantry in Bengal 
which has arisen from the very perfection of 
British rule and which sometimes reduces the 
most philanthropic officials to despair. 


A supscriprtion list is being fermed in Scotland 
with a view to presenting a free-wiil offering to the 
American poet, Walt Whitman. 


A Durs paper gives some interesting notes on 
the Batteuberg family, which has suddenly risen to 
such importance in Europe. About sixty years ago 
Count Bruehl, who was engaged in the organization 
ofthe Dresden Museum, employed an old clerk 
who kept the counts books, copied bis 
letters and performed otner small duties. 
By sheer accident he gained the favor of 
the Russian governor, the Grand Duke of Con- 
stantine, who took bis sou, a tall young Saxon, 
into bis regiment and then advanced him with 
astounding speed to the military degree of colonel 
and the aristocratic title of count. His only child, 
a little girl, made an impression upon the beart of 
Prince Alexander of Hesse, the brother of the late 
Empress of Russia, who married her. He was 
obliged, however, in consequence of thus marrying 
beneath him to give up his Russian career and 
return to Germany. In Darmstadt the lady re- 
ceived the title of Princess Battenberg and gave 
birth to three sons. One of these is now the famous 
Alexander the greatest, Prince of both Bulgarias; 
the seoond is the son-in-law of the Queen of Eu- 
gland, and the third is the son-in-law of the Grand 
Duke of Hesse. 


Ir is not generally known that nitro-glycerine is 
almost as valuabie fora remedy to be taken inter- 
naliy as ‘or explosive purposes of an external na- 
ture. Tablets of this material have accordingly 
been introduced into the British pharmaeopola. 
These tablets differ in shape, some being round, 
others oval, and others again square, and also in 
color, some being white, some black and others 
brown. This is objected to by the Lancet on the 
ground that so dangerous a remedy should be 
detectable at sight. Some induce a persistent 
headache, even when handled, whiie otbers have 
no such effect, Some are stamped prominently 
with the words “Nitro-Giycerine P. B. while 
others have nothing to indicate that they are not 
barmiess chocolate drops. The effect is of a 
powerfully stimulating character, and they are 
recommended for “angina,” neuralgia, headache, 
asthma and sea-sickness. 


Ax editor of liberal tendenciesin Australia has re- 
ceived a shock. He bas been in the habit of writ- 
ing most eloquent articies on the encouragement of 
native industry, and also of getting bis clothes 
made by a tailor in the Od Country and forwarded 
to him. The last box reached him all but empty. 
There were three tweed suits in it when it left Eu- 
gland, but when be opened it he found ouly one 
waistcoat, Why the thieves should have left the 
waistcoat will ever remain a mystery. The well 
nigh broken-hearted editor instituted inquiries aud 
by and by the thieves were caught. So far well; 
but there was a rival editor in the land, and, though 
the little affair bas been kept quiet, it reached his 
ears, While the one editor was rejoicing over the 
recovery of his garments, the other was 
busy with a telling article calling 
tion to a singular circumstanca. It 
was that bis rival bad roused the vontinent 
with impassioned appeals to his readers to encour- 
age the trade of their own land, While at the time 
be was getting his clothing made in England, 
There has deen quite a stir over the affair.

A snort time ago an old-fasbioned Jack- 
sonian Democrat; Mr. John McKaight, of Troy. N. 
V., whose name had been unfortunately con- 
founded in the Womo with that of an,ex-jobber in 
Washington City, sued Mr. Joseph Pulitzer for 
libel. The enterprising young attorney for the 
WorLD made an answer which was never seen by 
his chent, and which was drawn in such form as to 
convey the idea that the wrong wan had been sued, 
to-wit:

set forth in the complaint. * * Defendant

Now comes the amusing part of the business. A 
correspondent of the Herald in Troy sent to his 
paper a garbied statement in which this answer 
was so twisted that the Herald was per- 
suaded to inquire: “Who Owns the Wor.p?” 
A newspaper published in Troy deciared that 
the answer as above quoted was sworn to by 
Mr Pulitzer, whereas that gentleman not only did 
not swear to it but be never read it, never laid eyes 
upon it at all. Referring to the matter the Troy 
Budget gravely asserts that tre Wonko is witbout 
an owner, Then the exagguration continues. The 
Utica Herald says that Mr. Pulitzer swore 
emphaticaily that he is neither editor, proprietor 
nor publisher of the WorLD,” and that he could 
not form a belief as to the circulation of the 
Wom p' —not in Renaselaer County, mind you, but 
in the whole universe. The Philadelphia Bulletin, 
referring to the matter, says that Mr. Puiitzer 
testified, etc., and declared that he knew nothing 
whatever abeut the circulation of the WorLp. The 
New Haven Register deciares that Mr. Pulitzer 
“took oath,” etc.,and then by way of climax the 
Philadelphia North American announces as the 
outgrowth of all this unwarranted exaggeration 
and misrepresentation that Jay Gould is the real 
owner of the Wor.p.”

The hotel clerk has disappeared, or is disa 
pearing. The faithful chronicler must mee 5 
this significant change in American life, for it 
means the passing away of a whole order of 
things. And he notes it with a certain sadness. 
For though this clerk was feared by the gen- 
eral public, he was the admiration of the 
humorist. There was never anything in the 
world before answering to this resplendent 
autocrat of sleeping accommodations, this dar- 
ling of the flashing pin, perfumed locks, impu- 
dent eye and lofty condescension. He was the 
one being in existence before whom the free- 


born American quailed. We have so 
little real aristocracy in this country 
that this dominating person stood out 


in relief; he had power to abase the proud, 
and to make the humble crawl into a bole. 
But his bour has struck, and he is passing 
away, not gone absolutely; for the traveller 
can still find him here and there, generally 
only in those gorgeous palaces where civiliza- 
tion is new and has the appearance of a lacquer, 
and is not of the substance of thelife. In fact 
the kind of civilization that produced the hotel 
clerk is gone, or is going also.

THE VERDICT. 


How Mrs. Walkup Received the News of 
Her Acquittal 

The first news of the acquittal of Mrs. Minnie 
Wallace Walkup which reached St Louis was con- 
veyed to the public in the Post-Drspatos extra of 
last evening. The following dispatch gives further 
particulars. 

Exports. Kan., November 7.—The verdict in the 
Wa kup case was reached most unexpec edly yes- 
terday evening.

With this 
strong feelin: manifest it was hardly hope i that 
even the defec ion of three me'nbers of the en- 
viction partv wou d ave a grew influence in bring- 
ing a verdict within twenty-four bours Mr. Bay- 
singer. however, was the first to come around, and 
finally Mr.Petermanand Mr. Ho!mes,realizing what 
a bopeless minority they repres-.itel, an! wi - 
ing to save tue couaty the expeise of another 
trial, gave in and agreed toa verdict of acquittal. 
PREPARED FOR THE VERDICT 

It was nearly 40'viock when a baff handed 
Jude Gravesasipof paper on wiich was the 
announcement that the jury had agreed upon 
a verdict. The court was immediately called to 
order and the Sher ff ordered to br ng nd-fendant. 
Mrs. Walkup was in ber cell anx ously awaiting the 
announcement when the Sherif? mide iis appear 
ance. He gent y broke the news of ber acquittal 
to prepare ber for the scene to come, and then, 
accompanied ty Mr. Jay, who was present in the 
cell, escorted ber to the court-room. The jury 
had taken their seats and the crowd in the vicinity 
of tne buinding bad filed into the room. As Mrs. 
Waikup reache her place she shook hands with 
Mr. Scott, her counsel, and took 
her seat. There were traces of emot.on 
on her face, but it was well 
subdued. The clerk called the roll, aod when 
every juryman had responded to his name the 
Judge put the usual question to the foreman, Mr. 
Cook, and opening the piper handed to im, read: 
“We find the defendant no guilty.” There wasa 
loud cheer from the audience, whic) was repeated 
as the Judge chal we the jury and again when 
he disc arged the defen laut Mrs Waikup shoox« 
bands withthe jurvinen and granted the req est 
of two of them fora kiss, Sbethen shook hands 
with Mr. Scott and Mr. J iy.

Tas Wiror Won, By Kate Sanborn. New York: 
Fank & Waghail’s. 188). Sq. 12m. Cloth. 61 5 


In general the newly fledged author casting his 
first literary loaf upon the seething waters of criti- 
oem is more or less torn with anxiety lest be should 
find it “after many days,“ in the rubbish box of 
second-hand bookseller, in company with ‘*Baxter's 
Reflections” and “Smith on the Soul.“ and surmount- 
ed by the legend . Lour Choice for 100. Even when 
hisopinion of his own genius isso great that no 
doubts assail him as to the ultimate success of his 
fledgling. he yet has the modesty as a rule to con- 
ceal his tran-ports within his own breast. Not so 
does Miss Kate Sanborn thus hide her light under a 
bushel—not thus does she belittle the work “ofa 
Summer's Gleauing. That good wine needs ho 
bush” isa saying ok antiquity which either she 
has never beird or fails to agree with. 


Her ev dent delizht and exu'tation at having pub- 
lished a book, is as ingenuous as it is refreshing; 
nor isshe at any pains to conceal it from the 
world. “I feel.” she remarksia the very first page, 
„a cheerful and Col. Sellers-y confidence in the 
sucoess of the book: in fact, lexpect a call for a 
second volume.” The very last words as the covers 
close upow the collection of wit and humor, some 
of which, todo the author justice—is funny“ are 

“If you pronounce this boot not funny, 

And wish you hadn't spent your moneys, 

There soon will bea general rumor, 

That you're no judge of wit and humor.“ 

There are no less than three prose prefaces to 
the work, besides a poetical one. and a dedication. 
The name of the author appears twice on the 
cover, once on the title pare; once, with her ad- 
dress. at the end of the ‘first prose preface, and 
again at the termination of the poetical preface; all 
of which goes tos 10% that Miss Kate Sanborn is, 
in the eyes of the author. a very importa t per - 
sohace indeed. She reminds us irresistibly of a 

assace in one of Rhoda Broughton's novels, where 
the bricht little berome remafks to ber readers 
that had she been beautiful, no one would ever 
have awarded ber one half the unstinted admira- 
tion that she would have had for herse f. 

However, it must be owned that The Wit of 
Women” is, in some respects,an admirably com- 
piled work, though, at the awful risk of incurrin 
the author's reproach that we “have: no sense o 
wit or humor, we are bound to confess that there 
are some very dull pages iu the book. The author's 
keen sense of the rid culous has led ber to scent 
humor where none exists, Several of the longer 
leo tons wou d cause au oyster to close bis shell, 
while others, again, are as bright and piquant and 
eperkiing as a giass of cha: pagne. On the whole 
the eelection is above the average—the better from 
the fact hat coarseness is (Witn the exception of 
ove sel- ction) del ghtfully absent, while the whole 
is strung together in a bright, humorous style, that 
adds to the atiraction.

He was stripped and Mr. Belmont 
looked him over critically. He said it was the first 
time he had seen the horse. One cannot but admire 
St. Blaise. He isa rich chestnut. Stands sixteen 
hands anda half an inch in height and is finely 
proportioned. He has a white stripe on the face 
and his left legs are white, the forward one nearly 
to the knee and the uind one hearly to the hock. 
There is ulso & fing of white about his right hind 
foot. Mr. Belmont expressed himself much pleased 
with the horse. St. Blatse is certainly a thorough- 
bred with what hursemen call “two ends.” He is 
powerful both in front and behind, and 
has long oblique shoulders, good fore 
afm, ree knee, short corner bones 
and ¢ powerful quarters and a long, reach from 

int of hips to hooks. His legs are wituout a 

lemish, though a trifle swollen ves erday from his 
fifteen days’ voyage, but he did not receive a 
scratch on his trip.

THE 'LONGsHOKREMEN'S STRIKE. 


Mr. Henry R. Mallory on the State of Affaits 
at Galveston, Texas. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcu, 

New York, November 7.—Mr. Henry R Mallory, 
of the Mallory Steamship Company, said yesterday 
in regard to the “boycotting” of bis line at Galves- 
ton, Texas: “It affects not only us, but all the busi- 
ness men of Texas. The strike,“ or whatever it 


portion of the State tributary to Galveston. The 
railroads are affected by it and all mercantile 
interests, besides. Why, trade is practically ata 
standstill in the city and its vieinity, The strikers 
wou't allow freight to be delivered at our 
dock, and they try to prevent every 
one from baving any dealings with 


us. However, I suppose, we can stand it, if the 
good people of Galveston can, We have now a 
large quantity of freight at our dock there, await- 
ing shipment, and that will suffice to furnish us 
with cargoes for some time to come, We ate 
putting it aboard our steamers without molestation 
and waen it is all disposed of, I suppose, we will 
have to await developments.” 

How was the present trouble brought about, Mr. 
Mallory?” 

“Well, about three weeks ago the ‘longshoremen 
employed by us to unload our steamers at Gaives- 
ton struck for higher wages. They said they 
wanted 50 cents an hour for their work, They were 
then getting 40 centa. We told them that the rev- 
enue from our business would not justify us in 
acceding to their demands, and they quit work in 
a body. We thereupon employed coiored men in 
their places at the old rates—that is, 40 cents. 
The new men work well, and we found we could 
get along without the services of the strixers. 
After awhile the latter applied for reinstatement, 
and expressed their willingness to accept the com- 

nsation they had been getting when they left us. 

fe told them we didn’t want them, and that we 
had no reason for discharging the men then in our 
etnploy, They then suggested that we get rid of 
half the hegro ‘longshoremen and take strikers in 
their places. That request we also refused to grant, 
and for the same reason that we hud 
for not eg men who were giving 
us good services. Thereupon the Knights of Labor 
took up the matter and with the result telegraphed 
to the press here.“ 

“Is it true, as has been reported, that your com- 
pany has been ‘boycotted’ in the matter of tele- 
graphing between New York and Galveston?” 

Weil. as to that, all Joan say is that we sent 
important business dispatunes to Galveston yester- 
day, requiring immedia e answers, and we have 
not yet received any replies thereto. This morning 
we telegraphed to our agent there, asking him to 
ascertain and inform us at once what the demanus 
of the Knights of Labor are, and that dispatch nas 
not been answered. It is a bad state of affairs and 
i don’t qu te see the ou come of it ali.” 

In turther couversation Mr. Mallory 
remarked that the Sieamship Company with 
whieh he is connected is also having trouble at 
Key West with the ‘longshoremen there, who also 
struck about two weeks ago, for higher wages. The 
difficuity there, however, has been arranged by the 
employment of additional steamer hand s aod the 
vischarging and loading of freight by the steamers’ 
Orews. At Key West. he said, ‘iongshoremen are 
colored. The veasels of the Mallory Line, he aise 
stated, are being regularly dispatched to their 
des inations and freig..t is being taken as usual for 
Southera ports at New York.

A Week of Unpleasant Surprises in 
Local Circles.

The Court-Martial at the Armory— 
Last Night’s Proceedings—New Vic- 
tims for Next Week's Session—How 
the Offenders May Be Punished— 
Capt. R. W. Goode Succeeds Gen. 
Frost as Judge Advocate—Inspec- 
tion—Notes. 


The court-martial met at the Armory last night 
to try thetwelve members of Company I on 4 
chargeof mutiny. Col. Bull, Captains Cooxson, 
Skipwith and Henry. and Lieutenant Abadie were 
present. All of tae accused were present except 
Private W. J. Rae, who was reported absent from 
the city. Private Lightner admitted having signed 
the paper requesting Captain Cavender to resign. 
Privates John Brewer, jr., and G. C. Davis stated 
that they did not drill on the evening of October 23, 
the former alleging sickness, and the latier loss of 
his uniform as an excuse. R. E. Mitchell testified that 
he had never been notified that his commission as 
sergeant had been revoked. Sergeant A. F. Lee 
swore that the men were innocent of mutinous in- 


tentions in their actions against their Captain. This 
closed the evidence for the accused and tbe court 
then adjourned for deliberation. 
An order was received from Jefferson City yes- 
terday afternoon reiieving Gen. R. G. Frost as 
Judge-Advocate of the Court- martial. and appoint- 
ing Captain Robert W. Goode of the First Regiment 
to act in his stead.
